SPRAY FOR SCAB ;
BEFORE IT APPEARS:

Do not walt untll scaly and melanose
appear before spraying for them, It
will be too late to do anything then.
Nelther can be cured, They must he
prevented, according to B. F. Floyd,
plant physiologist to the University
of Florida Experiment Station. Prun-
ing dead wood Is a good measure
agninst melanose, but it is about too
late for that now.

Both lime sulphur and bordeau are
recommended for scab. The lime sul-
phur should be mixed in the propor-
tlon of one gallon of 32 degrees
Baume stock solution to 80 gallons
of water. If the solution is weaker
than 82 degrees, smaller quantities of
water or more of the solution should
be used. Bordeaux is recommended
in two strengths, 8:8:50, and 5:5:50.
The same spraying is thounght to be
effective in helping to control mela-

nose.
